gh schools continued their enrollment growth, which it has been predicted 
years t 900,000 students four years hence, meaning a doubling of enrollment in 15 


In the current school year, these 
two levels of Catholic education 
will have an estimated total en- 
roliment of about 4,225,500, a 
study by the N.C.W.C. News Ser- 
vice indicates. 


AN ESTIMATED 3,500,000 chil- 
dren will be in elementary schools 
and about 725,500 youngsters will 
be in the high schools, according 
to the study intended as a general 
indication of this year’s enroll- 
ments. It is based on the rate of 
increase between school years 
1953-54 and 1955-56. Official stud- 
ies generally are not available 
until the end of the school year. 


These estimated figures indi 
cate that since the last school 
year, grade school enrollments 
have jumped by about 100,000 
= high schools by about 25,-

Youth Holds Key To Pan-American Unity, 
Mexican Prelate Tells CYA Pilgrimage 


There is no better way to 
insure closer relations be- 
tween the U.S. and Mexico 
than to have the young people 
of these nations become better 
acquainted with each others’ 
problems, according to Archbishop 
Miguel D. Miranda of Mexico City. 

Archbishop Miranda expressed 
his views in an audience with Ray- 
mond Gondel, Gary, Fort Wayne 
diocesan Catholic Young Adults 
president, and other members 
of the .CYA-sponsored pilgrimage 
which last month visited Mexico. 


EXPLAINING the need for 
‘hemispheric solidarity,” the Arch- 
bishop said that the forces of Com- 
munism are making every effort to 
insert religious and economic 
blocks between the U. S. and all 
Latin American countries. 

He expressed pleasure with the 
CYA visit and stated that it came 
at a time when closer relations 
were needed between the U. S. and 
Mexico. 

A delegation of pilgrims later 
met with Mexican youth leaders in 
the offices of Buena Prensa, Catho- 
lic publisher of La Union, news- 
paper circulated throughout Mexi- 
co and Central America,

school systems, competent authori- | 
ties have estimated that only three) 
out of every five children of grade | 
school age are enrolled in Catholic 
schools and only about one out of 
every three of high school age. 

The federal government re- 
cently issued figures on the 
number of students in the Unit- 
ed States, but in its breakdown 
of the over-all total it classifies 
“private and parochial schools” 
with no distinction. 

The Office of Education of the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare estimated that in this 
school year there will be some 
3,985,500 students in “private and 
parochial” grade schools and some 
870,600 in the high schools. 

The office said there would be 
some 41,553,000 in all schools and 
colleges this year. This means, it 
pointed out, that one of every four 
persons in the country will be at- 
tending school or - college.
